CAT.E FOR CALVES. 


Little Talks on Healtli and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D. LL. I>. 


Commissioner of Health. 


The average calf or colt receives 


more intelligent care than the baby 
of our own flesh and blood. 


Why should this be so in 
this 


highly civilized 
country of ours, 


where the people are naturally affec- 
tionate and kind? In the first place, 
it is due to the psychological attitude 
of many of the parents. 
They seem 


to take it for granted that anything 
called by the name of "food" will, if 
administered in regular three-times- 
a-day portions, sustain the lives of 
children satisfactorily. 


They don't stop to think that you 


need something besides a name to 
make real food. 
The result of this 


is that we see every day many little 
children, stunted in stature and with 
soft, weak muscles, all "because of a 
want of well-balanced diet. 
Many 


of these little ones for instance, have 
been fed regularly on bread and mo- 
lasses, and thus missed entirely fat 
and albumen. Such children have lit- 
tle or no resistance to disease and 
often fall victim to tuberculosis. 


That is because their parents did 


not know that a mixed diet is nec- 
essary to supply the different parts 
of the anatomy, and to supply the 
heat and other elements that are 
needed to carry on properly the work 
of the body. But those same people 
know that their domestic animals 
need to eat and see that they get it. 


Some parents go still further and 


permit their children to'select their 
own food. There was a time In the 
remote age of the'ancestors of man, 
when this might" have been safe. 
In 


those days humans participated to a 
degree in the animal Instinct to 
avoid harmful food." We have com- 
pletely lost it nowdays, and if we let 
our children select their own food, 
we place them at a distinct disadvan- 
tage beside the colt or calf already 
mentioned, for the youngest animal 
shares Its elders' instinct to differen- 
tiate between the poisonous and non- 
poisonous products of nature.

BANGER IN RAW PORK 


Serious and 
Often Fatal Disease, 


Trichinosis, Due to Eating Un- 


cooked Meats 


Eat no pork or pork products un- 


less they are cooked if you would be 
certain of avoiding trichinosis. This 
is a warning issued by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the United' 
States 
Department of 
Agriculture, 


especially to those who are in the 
habit of eating raw ham or special 
forms 
of sausage containing 
raw 


pork and made to be eaten uncooked. 
The record show that the number of 
cases of trichinosis—a- serious, pain- 
ful, and often fatal disease resulting 
from trichinae—increases during the 
holidays, partly because of hog-kill- 
ing time and partly because farmers 
frequently make up special forms of 
sausage 
which 
are eaten 
without 


cooking. 


To avoid trichinosis no form of 


pork in the raw state, including 
dried or smoked sausages and hams, 
should be eaten. 
All pork used as 


food should be cooked thoroughly, 
as trichinae, the minute organisms 
which cause this deadly diease, die 
and therefore become harmless when 
subjected to a temperature of 140 de- 
grees F. or higher. 
The fact that 


these organisms may remain alive 
and active in uncooked pork makes 
the latter, say department meat,spe- 
cialists, a menace to life and health 
wherever it is eaten. 


Everyone 
should remember this 


simple rule of food hygiene: Cook 
pork well. 
A practical rule is to 


cook pork until it has lost its red 
color throughout all portions, or, if 
a trace of this, color is still present, 
at least until the fluids of the meat 
have become more or less jellied. 


The Federal meat inspectors do 


not inspect ^ pork'' or pork products to 
determine the presence or absence 
of the organisms causing trichinosis, 
as even careful microscopic examina- 
tion is unreliable. 
In inspected 


establishments the inspectors do, how 
ever, require that pork which is to 
be made into products to be eaten 
raw shall be heated sufficiently or 
subjected for_considerable periods to 
extreme cold to destroy the harmful 
organisms. 
This requirement does 


not reach all pork products made to 
be eaten raw, since the Federal Gov- 
ernment inspects only establishments 
preparing products to be shipped in 
interstate commerce 


It should be < noted that the special 


treatment required by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry to "be gnen to pork 
products meant to be eaten raw must 
not be interpreted as an oindorsement 
of such dietetic practices. The meas- 
ures are taken primarily to reduc6 
the risks taken by persons who ignor- 
antly carelessly or willfully eat such 
products It remains that the safest 
plan is to eat no pork products of any 
kind raw.

In urging upon the country the ob- 


servance of Dec 6 as "Medical Ex- 
amination Day," the Life Extension 
Institute issued a circular in which

and children," and that

waning vitality is shown in Sweden,

'We must not," it adds, "take our

Here John says that at first he did not 
recognize Jesus as the Messiah, but he 
does bear record that he saw the 
spirit descending at his baptism, and it 
abode upon him.

Alfalfa Soil Preparation 


In a recent bulletin of the Agri- 


cultural Department, Washington, an 
article on the preparation of soil for 
alfalfa recommends that lime should 
be applied after plowing, and prefer- 
ably three or four weeks before seed- 
ing, in order that it may become 
through more frequent harrowings 
thoroughly incorporated with the 
soil. It is often practical, especially

HOW TO IDENTIFY CHICKENS 


Where Fowls In Neighborhood Are 


Much Alike It Is Excellent Plan 


to Paint OP Dye Them.

Often each party thinks the oth- 
er is in possession of some of his birds 
and trouble begins. In order to avoid 
this, one neighbor will get some black 
cbicbens because his neighbor has 
white ones.

1. Hens in adjoining yards, if they 


get through the fence, often make 
their home in the new quarters. 


2. Different varieties in adjoining 


breeding yards are in great danger of 
becoming mixed.

3. All birds in any community which 


are apt to range together should be 
one variety properly branded. 


A good grade of dye or paint Is the 


best method of marking the birds to 
be detected at sight, different people 
using different colors.

FEEDING GROWING STOCK 
"In the feeding of growing young, 


stock, silage is of much value be- 
cause it is cooling, laxative and re- 
laxing, and tends to keep the diges- 
tive machinery up to the highest effi- 
ciency in handling and utilizing the- 
cheaper roughage of the farm," says 
L. W. Lighty, farm advisor of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture, "If the silage is wanting, we 
can in a measure replace it witbr 
dried beet pulp, but it is costly. If" 
we pour water over the dried pulp 
and allow it to absorb as much as it 
will in twelve hours it is greatly re- 
lished by the stock and has a benelft— 
cial effect on the animal.

j obligation that the result of Monday's 
balloting was no more to be ques- 
tioned than the movement of the 
tides. For 112 years it has pleased 
the American people to intrust to cer- 
tain of their fellows upon honor the 
election of their Chief Magistrate, 
and in no instance has that confi- 
dence been betrayed.
